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DAHLIAS 


The  dahlia  is  called:  “The  Queen  of  the  Autumn  Flowers”,  a title 
which  they  justly  deserve.  Probably  no  flower  has  been  more  improved  upon 
than  the  dahlia  since  its  introduction  to  the  flower  growers.  Each  year  we 
find  it  growing  in  favor  with  the  public.  The  Europeans  have  long  recog- 
nized the  dahlia  as  one  of  the  very  best  flowers,  both  for  decorative  and  cut 
flower  purposes.  America  is  now  growing  them  more  than  ever  before. 

The  dahlia  can  be  used  in  many  different  ways;  the  landscape  gar- 
dener finds  it  valuable  because  of  its  many  different  forms  and  colors;  the 
amateur  finds  pleasure  in  growing  the  dahlia  either  when  grown  in  the  gar- 
den or  in  scattered  groups  about  its  borders,  while  the  up-to-date  florist  finds 
it  invaluable  in  making  up  floral  designs  or  in  sprays. 

It  furnishes  a wider  color  range  than  any  other  flower;  brighter  in 
some  instances  than  the  rose,  vieing  with  it  in  delicacy  of  texture,  exceeding 
it  in  the  number  and  striking  effect  of  color  combinations;  because  of  its 
similarity  it  is  often  mistaken  for  Chrysanthemums,  Cosmos,  Poinsettas,  Cle- 
matis, Aster,  Zinnia,  Peonies  and  Cinneraria.  The  present  day  dahlia  is 
such  an  improvement  over  the  old  and  familiar  varieties  that  it  is  hard  for 
many  visitors  to  our  gardens  to  realize  that  they  are  all  dahlias. 
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Cuhivaiion 


The  dahlia  is  one  of  the  easiest  flowers  to  grow  and  in  this  climate 
produces  flowers  from  late  July  until  killing  frost,  provided  they  receive  pro- 
per care  and  attention.  They  will  do  well  in  any  drained  garden  soil,  but 
should  have  an  open  sunny  situation.  The  soil  should  be  thoroughly  prepar- 
ed by  spading  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  deep.  Plant  any  time  between  April 
the  twentieth  and  June  the  first.  Dig  holes  six  inches  deep,  then  lay  the 
tuber  flat  on  its  side;  do  not  stand  the  tuber  up.  The  plants  should  stand 
two  or  three  feet  apart  and  when  planted  in  rows,  the  rows  should  be  at 
least  four  feet  apart.  As  soon  as  the  plants  show  above  the  ground  they 
should  be  hoed,  keeping  the  soil  thoroughly  stirred  and  free  from  weeds  until 
the  plants  begin  to  bud,  at  which  time  all  cultivation  should  stop,  and,  if 
possible,  give  the  beds  a mulch  of  straw  or  leaves;  the  clippings  from  the 
lawn  is  a very  good  mulch.  Many  growers  advocate  the  watering  of  the 
dahlia,  but  we  never  water  ours  and  have  the  first  time  to  have  a failure 
but  will  say  if  you  wish  to  water  them,  be  sure  that  you  do  it  thoroughly,  for 
light  sprinkling  will  do  them  more  harm  than  good.  Each  plant  should  be 
staked,  in  order  that  it  may  have  strong  support.  When  staking,  be  careful 
not  to  place  the  stake  too  close  to  the  plant,  as  it  will  injure  the  root. 

When  they  begin  to  bloom,  never  allow  the  faded  flowers  to  remain  on 
the  plant,  but  cut  them  off  with  as  much  stem  or  stalk  as  you  can.  As  a rule 
the  more  they  are  cut  the  better  bloom  you  will  have.  Should  there  be  more 
than  one  bud  on  a stem,  pinch  all  but  one,  which  makes  the  flowers  larger 
and  better.  After  the  frost  kills  the  tops  in  the  late  fall  the  tops  should  be 
cut  off  and  the  roots  dug  and  stored  in  a frost  proof  cellar  or  basement,  cover- 
ing with  dry  soil  or  any  thing  that  will  keep  them  from  shriveling.  In  the 
spring,  after  the  eyes  begin  to  show,  is  the  time  when  they  should  be  divided 
for  planting. 

Classes  Of  Dahlias 

Dahlias  are  divided  into  a number  of  classes,  some  of  which  are  the 
Decorative,  Cactus,  Peony,  Show,  Century  and  Pompon. 

The  Decorative  dahlias  have  flowers  that  are  open  wide  and  flat,  full 
to  the  center,  petals  overlapping.  Some  of  largest  flowers  are  found  in  this 
class  and  are  used  extensively  for  cut  flowers.  This  class  is  considered  by 
many  to  be  the  best  type  of  all  dahlias. 

Cactus,  this  type  is  quite  different  from  any  of  the  others,  having  long 
narrow  pointed,  tubular  and  twisted  petals.  Flowers  resemble  the  chrysan- 
themum. 

Peony,  flowers  resemble  the  semi-double  Japanese  peonies,  the  flowers 
showing  a yellow  center  and  semi-double,  petals  sometimes  curved  and 
twisted.  Flowers  of  this  type  are  unusually  large  and  graceful. 

Show,  this  is  the  oldest  type,  petals  are  quilled.  The  modern  show 
dahlias  however  are  still  grown  for  cut  flowers  and  are  among  the  most 
beautiful  of  all  dahlias. 

Century  or  Single,  has  but  one  row  of  petals,  with  large  open  center.

The  Gladioli  are  very  easy  to  grow.  The  bulbs  can  be  planted  as  soon 
as  the  soil  can  be  worked  in  the  spring  (with  us  about  the  15th  of  April), 
and  to  have  a succession  of  blooms  they  should  be  planted  at  different  times, 
about  two  weeks  apart.  Spade  the  ground  deep  and  pulverize  thoroughly, 
and  plant  the  bulbs  from  four  to  six  inches  deep,  and  five  to  six  inches 
apart  in  the  rows.  The  rows  should  be  a foot  apart.  Give  them  a good  sun- 
ny location  and  plenty  of  moisture  after  they  show  above  the  ground.  Keep 
the  soil  loose  and  free  from  weeds.  In  cutting  the  blooms  leave  four  or  more 
leaves  so  as  not  to  injure  the  bulb.  Cut  the  bloom  when  the  first  bud  is 
open,  the  rest  of  the  bubs  will  open  when  placed  in  water.
